Where the higher cost of hard- 
woods make them prohibitive for 
certain types of work, the softer 
and more common varieties are 
used and when properly treated 
are very attractive in appearance. 

To retain and preserve these 
color effects different types of 
protective coatings are applied 
over them. 

POCKRANDT BEST PENE-

name implies, are penetrating, 
that is they sink deeply into the 
wood, emphasizing the irregular 
markings of nature. 

They contain no pigments, there- 
fore leave nothing on the surface 
to hide the grain. 

POCKRANDT BEST PENE- 
TRATING STAINS do not raise 
the grain of the wood or show 
brush laps and in this respect 
must not be classed with ordinary 
spirit dyes. The colors are all 
very soft, rich, artistic and dur- 
able. 



Directions for Use of Pockrandt 
Best Penetrating Stains 

POCKRANDT BEST PENE- 
TRATING Stains can be applied 
on any kind of new wood. First 
sandpaper wood smooth with fine 
sandpaper, then apply one coat 
of POCKRANDT BEST PENE- 
TRATING STAIN. Allow a 
few minutes to penetrate after 
which wipe off surplus with 
cheese cloth. Color can be regu- 
lated depending on kind of wood 
and depth desired as hard wood 
will not penetrate as rapidly as 
soft wood. Allow twenty-four^ 
hours to dry, then apply one or 
two coats of shellac and wax or 
paste filler and varnish, depend- 
ing entirely on the kind of wood 
used and the finish desired. 



These directions apply to all 
colors except Mahogany which 
require one coat of POCK- 
RANDT BEST MAHOGANY 
COATER before applying shellac 
or varnish. 

If stains are too dark, reduce 
with turpentine only.
